| ſo ſolemnly eſtabliſhed by the late Treaty, Oath of Parliament, publike Faith, and great Seals of their Kingdoms; as in all other points, fo 
| eſpecially in choſe Articles (hereunto, the re ſt are called but Prefaces) for ſetl ing and entertaining a ſolid Pezce berwixt their Nations 
in dime coming, leſt upon any pretence they ſhould be daſhed one againſt another: Wherein it is declared, The duty of the Eſtates, yea, 
| of every dubject, to convene and ſuppreſſe any evill· affected perſons who would ralie Arms againſt the Subjects of the other Kingdome, 
without Conſent of Parliament, as Traytors ts the Eſtate, mueh more to petition againſt it. And wherein there is appointed a Com- 
\ miſſion of the Eſtares, for the conſervation of this Peace in the Interim botwixt Parliaments : All which the Petitioners (amongſt rhe ret 
of the Subjects of this Kingdome) did hazzard their Lives and Eftates to obtain. And did demand in the Treaty, upon their dan 
gerous Experienceof the Councell of England their medling in the Affairs betwixt His Majeſty and this Kingdome, to the engaging of» 
the Nations in Warre, which is ſo oſt condemned by the Eftates of this Kingdome, in their Remonſtrances, prefing that common Rule 
of Equity, TO DOAS WE WOULD BE DONE UNTO, whichnow ls, and may be retorted on this i 
| Likewiſedefiring earneſtly, That your Lordfhips, in theſe publike Reſalutions, of great Conſequence to their Dominions, 
carry along with you the Hearts and Conſciences of the Body of this Kingdome ; And prevent char the Breach grow not wider by 74 
confidenees, groundei upon ſudden undertakings of any perſags ; Az alfo their Nacurall Affection and to their gracious Seve- 
raigne, according to their manifold Obligations, and brotherly Affection to the Kingdom of England, forcing to prapto Ged, and 
to deſire all men, according to their Stations, to uſe all lawfull Means, te breed and entemain a good underſtanding berwixt HisMaj 
and His Parliament, The fareft Foundation of Greatneſſe to His Majeſty, and Nappinefle to their Kingdoms. 

Likewiſe taking to heart the dangerous Conſequences to Nis Majefty, and to His Dominions, if your Lordkips anſwer, by 
the off:r of your Service to His Majeſty , againſt. the demands, or upon the differences betwixt His Majefty and the Parliament 
Mhgns, or any otker manner of way import (which God forbid) any engaging of your ſelves, or of their Nations in War, or any thing 
that may tend thereunto. 

The thee, In their own Names, and in Name of thereſt of the Nobility, Gentry, fles, and Miniſters, whoſe hearts do, and hants 

wouldgo along with this Petition, for preſervation of Peace berwixt their Kingdomes z do in all humility and earneſtneſſe, petition 
your Lordſhips, in the deep of your Wiſedomes, ſeriouſly to ponder the Conſequenees of your anſwer to His Majeſty and the Parliament 
of Exglendat this time; ſo that thereby, neither the Confid-nce berwixt His Maieſty and His good Subiects here, nor amongſt themſelves, 
nor betwixt the Kingdomes ( theſe Unions ſtanding ever to his Maieſties Greatneſle, and thoſe Divifions to His preiudice be any 


wayes weakned, or their Peace endangered; Moto that end :8 your Lordſhips would leave no lawfull means, 

unaſſayed, for begetting a good underſtanding betwixt His Majcfty and His Parliament, being His Greateſt , and molt I |
